.spend 515I),238,000 of work relief mon- 
ey in the nation's forests, and on 
wind-swept plains where shelter belts 
of trees are contemplated, was put 
torward Friday by the forest service 
of the agriculture department.

Are In Danger 


T'llK bu.siitc.SH men of Shrcveport and north Louisiana have 
1 long recognized the impossibility of the people of .south 
Arkansas reaching South Arkansas trading centers over 
hard-surfaced roads connecting north Louisiana trading 
centers with the Arkansas-Louisiana state line, bringing as 
closely as possible to a population of many hundred thous- 
ands in South Arkansas the facilities of good roads j;o reach 
larger trading centers. 


Evidently they now appreciate more than ever the pos- 


sibilities of securing an increasing volume of retail business 
for Louisiana from South Arkansas, as Tcxarkana, Hope, 
Prcscott, Magnolia, Camden. Fordycc, El Dorado, Hamburg. 
Monticello, Pine Bluff and other points have no hard.sur- 
face roads, or a very limited mileage of hard-surface roads, 
which people in their trade area can reach these towns. 


Last Wednesday Shreveport promoted a highway meeting 


at Camdenrto which they sent a large delegation, urging the 
completion of Highway 79 from Fordyce, Camden and Mag- 
nolia to the Louisiana line, where it would connect with a 
hard-surface road to Shreveport. 


Apparently it is their belief that the completion of this 


roa'd would bring them, a large vplumc of trade from South 
Arkansas in the normal, trade territory of El Dorado, Mag- 
nolia, Texarkana, Camden and other points, none of which 
could be reached from South Arkansas points over anything

Thc institution 
of 
Sunday 
is n 


Christian institution. We call it the 
Lord's Day, but it is inevitably as- 
sociated in the Scriptures, and in con- 
ccplion and practice, with the Jewish 
Sabbath. 


The institution in its historic and 


mechanical aspects needs no defense. 
We need only look at 
spheres of 


modern society where a clay of rcsl 
is unrecognized, where men and wom- 
en go hurling on day after clay in the 
madness of business, and the even 
greater madness of pleasure, lo realize 
how ruinous such a course is lo Ihe in- 
dividual nnd bow destructive to the 
best interests of society. 


Rest in man's life is as essential as 


ivork. Relaxation is as needful as en. 
orgy. Man can no more live without 
rest than he can live without food. 


It is obvious that an institution, val- 


uable for man's life, can become sur.. 
rounded with formal and drastic rules 
that nullify in some egrce much of 
!!.<•• spirit rnd its value. 


This was what happened with tho 


Jewish Sabbath. Men became mor-- 
rcMicerncd about its 
meticulous and 


formal observance, acrording In cer- 
tain narrow ideas, than about Iho 
value and meaning of the day il.sclf. 


Because they believed thai it WHS 


wrong to work on the Sabbath, they 
were ready to conclude that it was 
wrong (o heal upon the Sabbath a"'' 
to perform other acls of grace and 
goodness. 


In worshiping the husk of the in- 


stitution, they had lost regard for its 
inner reality. So Jesus found il nec- 
essary to remind men that thc Sab- 
bath was made for man and not man 
for Ihe Sabbath. By his specific acts 
lie challenged the narrowness of un- 
duly strict Sabbatarian conceptions. 


Just how Ihe Jewish Sabbath gave 


place in thc early church to emphasir 
upon the first day of thc week, instead 
of the seventh, as a clay of rest and 
of worship is not clear. 


The meaning of thc Lord's Day was 


found not in negations and in strict 
rules concerning notdoing this and 
not doing that, but in thc manifesta- 
tion of joy and worship. The Lord's 
Day was to be a day of inspiration and 
renewal. 


The history of the Lord's Day in our 


own time is fairly familiar. Around 
the Christian Sunday, as around the 
Jewish Sabbath, there arose an atmos- 
phere of tradition and 
strictness of 


usage and practice. 


In many homes and 
communities 


this was carried to such extent as 
to make the day one of hardship and 
dull dreariness rather than one of 
light and joy. 


To whistle on thc Sabbath, to go for 


n walk in the woods, to do an hun- 
dred and one things not inherently 
wrong in themselves and that might 
be conceivabjy of value even on a 
day of rest 
and 
worship, was to 


desecrate thc Lord's Day. 


This was not true in every Puritan 


home nor in every Puritan commun- 
ity. 
There were homes, like the writ- 


er's, where ideas were strict and prac-
